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THE PEOPLE LIKE BEEF 


The trend of the beef market and the volume pass- 
ing over the blocks in domestic butcher shops since the 
prices dropped to their present level, indicate that the 
Canadian people really prefer beef as their main meat 
course. It was economically impossible for many peo- 
ple, especially those with large families, to buy beef 
when prices were at their peak. 

Buyer resistance finally wore the market down to 
the present level. If you read some current articles 
you will be amazed to find that years ago it was not 
unusual to keep steers and spayed heifers on the ranch 
till they were four to six years old. That was really 
prime red meat, when a T-bone steak would fill a big 
platter... and more than fill the average man. 

The beef today goes to market under two years of 
age. Today's beef is good ‘beef, but perhaps lacks 
some of the depth of flavor found in the mature animals 
which were properly finished. The old-time demand 
was for red meat interlaced by delicate fats, but now 
excess fats are frowned upon. The turn to beef does 
not necessarily mean that pork has been overlooked by 
the Canadian housewife. The Canadian people are 
simply eating more beef, and liking it.

The average family in the United States with an 
income of about $300 a month will spend $1,000 a year 
for food.

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Your life may depend upon how 
you act if your community under-!| 
goes air attack, according to fed- 
eral civil defence authorities. In 
their popular handbook, “Personal 
Protection under Atomic Attack,” 
the experts give some basic rules 
for action before, during and after 
a raid, and it boils down to know- 
ing what to do and how to do it. 

The information in the prepared - 
ness manual is related to other 
material issued by Ottawa for dis- 
tribution through the provinces 
and municipalities to all Cana- 
dians, in the hope that, being fore- 
warned. they will escape death or 
serious injury even under assault | 
with the most modern war wea-| 
pons. For, say the authorities, there 
are ways of protecting yourself 
and, if they possess trained and 
equipped emergency services, whoie 
communities can minimize the ef- 
fects of disaster, whether enemy- 
inspired or of such natural occur- 
ence as fire, flood, ‘quake or ex- 
plosion. 


WITH WARNING 


When an air raid warning sounds 
you may expect at least five min- 
utes grace before disaster strikes, 
if the raid takes place. If you are 
near enough to a public shelter, go 
there quickly. If you don't think 
you can make it, hurry to any 
nearby cover, such as a large build- 
ing. Don’t rush — speed is essen- 
tial. but undue haste could cause 
panic. 

In the shelter, lie down flat near 
an outer wall or strong column. 
Press your face into folded arms, 
to protect your eyes. Don't leave 
the shelter until you know it is 
safe to do So. 

If you are driving. park well off 
the road, so as not to impede dis- 
aster services, then go to shelter. 

Inside. go with your family or 
fellow workers to a shelter, if one 
has been provided, or duck under 
a table, bed or bench. If there is 
time. close and shutter windows. 
Anyway. keep away from glass, 
which will most certainly be shat- 
tered in a blast. Other details on 
what to do will be found in the) 
government manual which, if you! 
are a civil defence worker, will be 
given to you by the local Civil De-

CROP REPORT 


The Alberta Wreat Pool] crop re- 
port of June 13 showed that South- 
ern Alberta had received moisture 
in abundance, while rainfall has 
been rather skimpy over the north. 
Normally, there is a lag in the 
movement of rainfall to the north 
and more precipitation there can 
reasonably be expected later on. 

The rainfall in the south, particu- 
larly along the foothills from above 
Crossfield south to the border has 
cut the wheat acreage and de- 
layed the seeding of oats and bar- 
ley. Along the foothills, as afore- 
mentioned, the total reduction 
may be as much as 300.000 acres 

The dry portion of Alberta this 
spring lies east and north of a line 
running from Athabasca through 
Edmonton to Provost In the 
Peace River region there is every 
prospect of a good crop. 

There is one thing for sure, 
namely that this crop is late and a 
long frost-free period is much to 
be desired. The average height of 
wheat as at last weekend was given 
by the Alberta Wheat Poo! at four 
inches as compared with seven 
inches at the same time last year.
